Town School District. 


The records of the past year merit the approval 
of all who are interested in our schools. Thirty-three 
weeks of school with an exceptionally good corps of 
teachers have made it possible for ambitious pupils 
to do excellent work. The attendance has been fairly 
good, but in some cases parents have consulted their 
pleasure, instead of having the children’s welfare at 
heart. This is to be reeretted, for it not only injures 
the pupil, but isa financial loss to the school district, 
as a large part of the money received from the State 
is apportioned upon the attendance of the pupils. 
The past year we received about $1,000, and with a 
better attendance we can draw more. Every parent, 
and particularly the mothers. should make it a point 
to interest themselvesin the schools attended by their 
children, and show that interest by frequently visit- 
ing those schools. Such visits will be of assistance to 
the teachers, and will tend to inerease theinterest of 
the children in their school work, thus being mutually 
beneficial to the home and to the school.
